Optimism Grows conversion of the auto industry after 
On Reconversion V-E Day was bolstered again last week 
As WPB Acts when WPB approved $35,000,000 in new 
construction and $40,000, 000 for re- 
habilitation of tools, equipment and other facilities. More 
important, WPB demonstrated a remarkable capacity to 
slash red tape and simplify procedure on pre-reconversion 
items. Indication that this realistic attitude on the part of 
WPB will continue was given by Henry P. Nelson, head of 
a WPB force in Detroit to work out reconversion problems, 
at a press conference Wednesday following meetings with 
automotive leaders. Nelson said that while other industries 
have problems equally as vital, undue delay in reconverting 
the:auto industry, once that becomes possible, holds the 
threat of concentrated unemployment that might affect 
millions. Therefore, in dealing with auto industry problems, 
WPB is setting a pattern for all other industries. 

With that in mind, WPB is accepting industry requests 
for machine tools, construction and jigs, dies and fixtures 
just as they are, in order to get work started at once. Later, 
WPB panels may weed out individual items that may be 
deemed nonessential. AA-1 priorities, right under military 
needs, were given to the items on the program accepted en 
masse, and on those items which can’t be procured under 
AA-3, further information will be required.

This aid is extended to suppliers as well 
as vehicle makers, it was pointed out 
by George Romney, head of the Auto- 
motive Council for War Production, 
who shared the press conference with 
Nelson. In this respect, Nelson said that a hasty check of 
suppliers indicated that in general they were in good shape. 
Makers of functional parts, for instance, are still making 
those parts, although expansion will be necessary. 

As for materials, Nelson said that military requirements 
were being revised. After V-E Day, WPB will have a clearer 
picture and be able to determine what can be made avail- 
able for civilian production. Certain items are short now, 
lead and textiles, for instance, and military demands are 
not expected to decline. However, Romney said that larger 
volume is possible on both of these items if manpower can 
be obtained. He suggested a policy of channeling men into 
these fields as they were released from war work through 
cutbacks. Both he and Nelson emphasized that this was a 
suggestion and not an approved policy. Nelson said that 
WPB did not anticipate too much trouble on materials; steps 
considered were simply precautionary to block bottlenecks.

What Becomes of Willow Run 
After Shutdown Aug. 1? 


What will happen to Ford’s Willow Run bomber plant—miracle 
of the war production miracles? 


That question was on the lips of the auto industry last week, fol- 
lowing announcement by the Army Air Forces that production 
would end by Aug. 1 on Liberator bombers at the giant plant with 
its mile-long assembly line. In the major military cutback to date, 
Willow Run’s closing will idle about 100,000 persons, 25,000 in the 
plant itself, another 10,000 in Ford feeder plants in the Detroit area, 
and the remainder in other parts of the country. 


Once the butt of jibes but later hailed as “a symbol of U. S. in- 
dustrial might,” Willow Run has turned out more than 8,000 B-24 
Liberators since operations began in the fall of 1942. From a slow 
start, occasioned by frequent design changes, output rose steadily 
and reached a peak of 462 bombers a month in February, 1944— 
and since has maintained a rate of “a bomber an hour.” 


Willow Run, said to be a billion-dollar proposition, around 
which mushroomed an entire community, employed automotive 
mass-production methods for the first time in the output of air- 
planes. Ford designed jigs and fixtures to handle the bombers that 
everyone said were impossible to build and, despite frequent design 
changes necessitated by military experience, the company’s engi- 
neers and production men devised shortcuts and production meth- 
ods that astounded the nation. 


What of its future? No one knows for sure at present. Ford has 
made an offer to buy the plant from the Defense Plant Corp., with 
the hope of building tractors and other farm equipment in postwar. 
The Army is not yet sure that it can find some other type of war 
production suitable for Willow Run. It was considered possible that 
some war work in Detrvit auto plants might be shifted to Willow 
Run to ease reconversion problems. 


WMC believes it can find work for all the male employes affected 
by Willow Run’s closing, but the women workers, who comprise 
about 34 percent of the working force, will probably be casualties. 


As a result of the Willow Run closing, Buick production of Pratt 
& Whitney engines for the B-24 will be halted immediately. The 
cutback will at once affect 8,000 employes in the Buick Flint and 
Melrose Park (Ill.) plants. Buick production of Pratt & Whitney 
engines for Douglas C-47 military cargo planes and for Douglas C-54 
military transport planes, is unaffected by the cancellation.

To solve this problem, a listing of these 
critical tools owned by the government is expected to be 
made and sent to the auto companies.

ANNAPOLIS, Md. — Working on 
the theory that new cars will be ra- 
tioned for some time after produc- 
tion is resumed, M. W. Gilden, head 
of Marbert Motors (Pontiac) here, 
urges that the certificate to pur- 
chase a new car include a provision 
that the used car (if any) shall be 
traded to the dealer selling the new 
car. 

This, says, Gilden, would help 
maintain passenger car transporta- 
tion and prevent a greater black 
market in used cars.

Licensing Act — 
Amendments Aid 


S. C. Dealers 


COLUMBIA, S. C.—Details of the 
amendments to the dealer-licensing 
act as passed by the South Carolina 
legislature and announced in AuTo- 
mMoTIVE News Apr. 16 were revcaled 
here last week. 


As amended, every license issued 
covers the main place of business 
and not more than two other sub- 
sidiary places of business under the 
same name and ownership. Ella W. 
Ford, executive secretary of the 
South Carolina Automobile Dealers 
Assn., says dealers may now secure 
refunds on licenses or bonds on a 
subsidiary place of business, such 
as a used-car lot. 

The definition of a dealer has 
been changed to read “any person, 
firm or corporation who is or may 
become engaged in the business of 
selling, exchanging or offering for 
sale passenger automobiles or mo- 
tor trucks for commission money 
or other values.” Previously, in 
place of “passenger automobiles or 
motor trucks,” the act said “any 
motor vehicle.” 

Additional amendments provide 
for an enforcement fund and addi- 
tional fines for failure to keep ac- 
curate records. 


Chrysler Saves 
U.S. Taxpayers 
$500,000,000 


DETROIT. —Chrysler Corp. has 
saved taxpayers more than $400 
million on war products and has 
also voluntarily refunded to the 
government in the last three and 
one-half years an additional $100 
million, K. T. Keller, president, told 
stockholders here last week. 

“One of the most outstanding 
facts about Chrysler Corp.’s war 
production is the extent to which 
the application of engineered pro- 
duction and design methods devel- 
oped during our peacetime years, 
are reflected in the savings to the 
public,” Keller declared. “A sub- 
stantial volume of additional sav- 
ings was effected in the form of im- 
provements to the weapons them- 
selves which it is impossible to 
estimate in dollars. 

“T think I can safely say that the 
company has saved the taxpayers 
more than $400 million through the 
application of engineered production 
methods, and through helping to 
design new war products. A large 
proportion of this was in 1944. 

“A month ago the corporation 
completed its 10,000th Wright en- 
gine for the Boeing B-29 Super- 
fortress. Full-scale production of 
this engine did not get under way 
until early in 1944, but since then 
the company has very substantially 
decreased the cost of these engines, 
by improving the manufacturing 
methods in its Dodge Chicago 
plant. We hope that before this 
year is out we can save the govern- 
ment more than $100 million as 
compared with the original esti- 
mated cost of the engines.”

Action to channel the used cars 
to dealers is justifiable, Gilden says, 
on the grounds of critical shortage 
and fast depletion of transportation 
equipment, and is in line with the 
policy pursued with relation to lead 
and tin containers of toothpaste, 
etc. 


Provision should be made for ex- 
ception to this rule where applicant 
can prove essential need for both 
the used and new car. Since new 
cars are sold through dealers only, 
this plan would not be a restric- 
tion of trade. Individuals would 
still be free to buy or sell used cars. 

In order to protect the purchaser 
from receiving less than true value 


for his used car, the purchaser, 


should be given an appraisal form 
showing make, model, and “as is” 
ceiling price of car. Necessary re- 
pairs should be listed separately 


and priced separately. Functional |. 


parts only should be considered 
necessary, except parts damaged by 
accident. Purchaser would sign 
same as proof of his agreement to 
price offered, and dealer would be 
obligated to give purchaser copy to 
be turned in to local price board 
with his application for gasoline. 
Board will then have opportunity 
to check the entire deal. 

Violation of this regulation would 
subject dealer to same penalties as 
those prescribed in MPR 540. Should 
a dealer desire to pay full “as is” 
ceiling for a used car, nothing in 
this regulation would prevent him 
from doing so. This will insure free 
competition, and will not force a 
purchaser to buy from any particu- 
lar dealer. 

Enforcement of this regulation 
would not present any special prob- 
lem as each deal is checked by the 
price panel of the local rationing 
board under the present system. 


Sales Steady 


In San Antonio 


SAN ANTONIO.—Used-car sales 
in March, as reported by the San 
Antonio Automobile Dealers Assn. 
totaled 180 units for a unit turn- 
over of 49 percent and a turnover 
value of 63 percent. 

The month opened with a total 
stock of 371 cars and closed with 
351 on hand. 

While there has been a tapering 
off in the number of units sold each 
month during the past year (255 
having been sold in March, 1944), 
sales have been steady, each dealer 
getting in a few. cars each month, 
reconditioning them and then offer- 
ing them for re-sale.

Canada Vehicle Output 


Declines in February 

MONTREAL. — Production of 
vehicles in Canada during Feb- 
ruary totaled 13,090 units, com- 
pared with 13,745 in January and 
13,980 in February, 1944, the do- 
minion bureau of statistics re- 
ports. 

During the first two months of 
this year 26,835 units were man- 
ufactured, compared with 27,632 
in the corresponding period of 
1944. Production was limited to 
commercial cars, including 
trucks, buses, chassis and mili- 
tary vehicles.

They agree that the priority sys- 
tem, that is, giving government vet- 
erans, small businessmen, farmers 
and previous owners of real estate 
first chance at surplus, may prove 
unwieldly in some instances; but 
they are in the midst of drafting 2 
regulation which will spell it out as 
effectively as possible under the 
terms of the law. 

Board members are cautiously 
feeling their way in regard to set- 
ting up industry advisory commit- 
tees to assist them in the big job 
of handling surplus that will start 
pouring in after V-E day. Two fac- 
tors are involved here: 

1. The attitude of the Attorney 
General’s office which has, up to 
this time, declined to give more 
than “interim” immunity to in- 
dustry members sitting on the 
committee. 

2. The question of whether the 
committees should be set up on 
the board level or on the level 
of the disposal agencies. 

Meanwhile the board proceeded 
with plans to assemble a staff 
which would act as liaison between 
the board and the various agencies 
and maintain a general check on 
disposal methods used. 


Can Take It 


Packard Efficiency Up 
11% Since Hearing 


DETROIT.— George T. Christo- 
pher, president of the Packard Mo- 
tor Car Co., told stockholders last 
week that plant efficiency has im- 
proved more than 11 percent since 
the Senate War Investigating com- 
mittee’s (Mead) hearings last 
month. 

Christopher said production costs 
have decreased proportionately and 
that the evidence produced at the 
hearings has had a sobering effect 
on the union leadership. He added 
that industry is making every effort 
to get the committee to return to 
Detroit. 

The Packard president admitted 
that the publicity attending the 
revelations before the committee 
was bad but “it had served a good 
purpose.”

the British government. 


The AC plant is the only 
American supplier of the bomb- 
sight, which is credited by the 
British as one of the chief 
means of helping the RAF win 
the great night air battles of the 
Ruhr, Hamburg and Berlin. 


CATA Offers 
Office for Vet 


Mechanic Center 


CHICAGO. — In a letter last 

week to the chairmen of 180 se- 
lective service boards in Cook 
county, the Chicago Automobile 
Trade Assn. offered itself “as a 
clearing center in placing any vet- 
eran who has a mechanical back- 
ground or wishes to learn the auto- 
motive repair business with per- 
manent employment.” 
: Signed by Edward L. Cleary, 
general manager, the letter further 
pointed out that “the maintenance 
of automobiles and trucks is vital 
to the war effort and will continue 
to be most necessary to our na- 
tion’s economy when the war is 
over.” 


Cleary stressed that “if we co- 
operate we will accomplish the 
important purpose of placing re- 
turning war veterans in essential 
civilian employment.” He cited 
particularly the current need for 
war veterans who qualify as a 
mechanic, metal man, parts man, 
or lubrication man, adding that “we 
will do our utmost to place him 
with an automotive repair estab- 
lishment near his home.” 

The appeal to the draft boards 
recalled the big job done by CATA 
in 1942 when the association as- 
sisted the Army Ordnance by re- 
cruiting approximately 1,700 skilled 
men from the trade in the Chicago 
area “for the purpose of maintain- 
ing mechanized army equipment 
on all the battle fronts.”
